My Dear Sir, 


I write at the request of Mr. Benj. Rowland, Present of the Second National Bank of 
Philadelphia, who desires me to say, that in consequence of the financial embarrassment of the 
Manufacturer of Porcelain Refining Pots, the Bank has become owner of the balance of 
manufactured pots, such as were sold to your Department, by order of June 6th 1876, at one 
hundred ($100) each. The Bank is anxious to realize an amount sufficient to cover a loan made to 
the Manufacturer, and offer the pots at Fifty Dollars ($50) each, which it is claimed is 40% 
below cost of manufacture. If anything is done, it should receive your immediate attention as 
complications may place the price now fixed beyond the control of the Bank.
